ers of tobacco, not buyers -bear 
this in mind. At this time, there 
are many in our ranks, who are ex- 
tobacco buyers or speculators; these 
men have always been identified 
with the buying interest and sur- 
rounded with an atmosphere of 
profit and gain until the trust 
squeezed them out, and made many 
of them bankrupt. As soon as these 
men came into the Association, they 
sought almost to man for contracts 
to prize tobacco and obtained thi 
but as soon as obtained, some of 
them began to dodge and avade the 
expressed terms of these contracts, 
by buying tobacco or driving tobac- 
co from the channels of the Associa- 
tion, into the open market: these 
men are the green apples we have 
swallowed. The Association will 
have to disgorge this indigestible 
stuff or it will die. 

Our Executive Committee and the 
Logan County Committee have de- 
cided to give the organization ar 
emetic by canceling their contracts, 
as prizers for the Association. This 
condition of affairs exists principal- 
ly in Logan County, Ky., and is giv- 
ing the management some trouble 
in adjusting. But the Committee 
of this county has appointed a Com- 
mittee to investigate every prizer, 
:ounty, and every one found 
of a breach of contract, will 
i step down and out us a priz- 
er for the Association; they can have 
to blame but themselves. 
Their violations of the expressed 
terms os these contracts, were not 
by accident, they violated them be- 
they wanted to violate them. 
Shams and pretenses, we cannot af- 
ford to have; they must keep these 
contracts in spirit and in letter and 
without any smuggling or evasive 
or quit and quit now. 
There are but two sides to this ques- 
tion—one is the buyer's side and the 
other is the seller's aide— the buying 
interest against the selling interest.

tract given by all of the highest and 
best authorities, in all standard law 
books ever written upon The Law of 
Contracts, and so recognized by all 
of the courts of England and Amer- 
ica. 

Those who assume and presume 
that the association contract is void. 



To the Hopkinsville Kentuckian: 
The Leaf-Chronicle, of Clarksville, 
Tenn., clearly misses the mark in 
saying that the contract of the mem- 
bers of the Planters Protective As- 
sociation oftjKentucky .Tennessee and 
Virginia is void, as certainly as that 
paper has faifed to rightly read what 
Chancellor Stout positively shows 
about that contract not being before 
him for consideration and not ex- 
hibited in complainant's bill. 

On this point the chancellor's lan- 
guage is, to-wit: "The defendant 
Fletcher files an answer which hp 
swears to, and in which he denies 
that he ever signed said contract, 
and it is proper to state here that 
the contract relied on by complain 
ant (the association) is not exhibited 
in the bill." 

Under the rules of law and plead 
ing the Honorable Chancellor could 
only consider and decide upon the 
matter which appeared of record, 
and which were sufficiently pleaded; 
and the facts which constituted the 
sworn and written evidence. These 
rules of law and pleading require 
that the bill must contain the mate- 
rial facts constituting complainant's 
case positively and sufficiently al- 
leged, that state a case, that would 
warrant the chancellor in giving the 
relief, according to law and equity, 
as prayed for in the bill; and which 
were denied and not denied and put 
in issue by the answer of the defend 
ant; and these allegations denied 
and not denied by the defendant's 
answer must be substantially proved 
by the evidence. 

Therefore, this contract not being 
of record, or, as the chancellor says, 
"not exhibited in the bill," he, 
therefore, could not pass upon the 
validity of the association's contract 
and make a valid decision, that 
would stand the test of law in the 
supreme cmirt of Tennessee. The 
chancellor seeing and knowing this 
and desiring to do right, agreeable 
to law and equity, between all par- 
ties to the controversy, properly and 
wisely eliminated the*:ontract of the 
association from all consideration; 
and did not pass upon it in his decis- 
n dissolving the injunction at all. 
And no man can intelligently read 
that decision and truthfully say that 
the chancellor declared void, or even 
revocable, the association's contract. 

The idea of the contract and its 
having been declared void, or even 
revocable, after his plain, simple and 
it language that it was "not 
exhibited in the bill." Is nothing 
more than the figment of somebody's 
imagination and forced construction 
of the decision, who wants the con- 
tract to be void er revocable, in or- 
der to further his own private inter- 
est, and destroy the best institution 
existence, which has made pros- 
perous and is advancing the prosper- 
ity of the Dark Tobacco District of 
the three States of Kentucky, Ten- 
5ssec and Virginia. 
Such a sinister creature must* be 
i secret league with the ( Tobacco 
Trust and its confederates in crime, 
who are again trying to corner the 
tobacco market and to rob us farm- 
ers, like we were cornered and rob- 
bed in 1903. 

After carefully reading the chan- 
cellor's decision, in this case of the 
Planters Protective Association 
against C- C. Bell & Son et al. we 
observe but one written instrument, 
that was passed upon by the court, 
and that is not a contract, but in the 
very language of Chancellor Stout, 
'It is simply the appointment of an 
agent, revocable at will by the prin- 
cipal at any time." 

This everybody, particularly any 
intelligent lawyer, would affirm at 
any time and everywhere, because 
any agency, not coupled with an in- 
terest, is revocable at the will of the 
principal, at pleasure. This being a 
well settled principle of American 
id English law.

bacco ei up on the farm, or hogshead 
of tobacco at a warehouse, or on" a 
tobacco crop loose on a warehouse 
fioor.in Hopkinsville, Ky., or Clarks- 
ville, Term., or any other city, and 
take it. 

This process rendered almost the 
warehouse business as unremunera- 
tive, as it had almost impoverished 
our country and driven us farmers 
into beggary. Didn't we need bet- 
ter prices and legal protection just 
as we have attained in, by and 
through the Planters Protective As- 
sociation? 

We tobacco planters of Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Virginia having char- 
tered, organized and incorporated 
ourselves, or our Planters Protect- 
ive Association, under .and by the 
laws of the state of Kentucky, have 
agreed and contracted among 
selves, that we will bear the Burden, 
go to the inconvenience, or expense 
of pooling, prizing, grading, ware- 
housing, inspecting and selling 
bqdy on a mutual footing, our crops 
of tobacco which we cannot sell as 
individuals, except under dui 
restraint of trade brought about by 
the opposition; our purpose is union 
forever, to secure better prices, and 
to legally secure protection, and our 
liberty to assert pur inalienable 
rights of life, the acquisition of 
property and the pursuit of happi- 
ness, as guaranteed by law, declared 
in the Declaration of American In- 
dependence and recognized by the 
Federal Constitution, the constitu- 
tions of ali the states as well as the 
law of England and all civilized na- 
tions. 

Our cause is a case of pure and 
simple self-defense, implanted by 
nature in our breasts, in common, 
as in the lower order of the animal 
kingdom, as illustrated by the rattle- 
snake which strikes in self-defense. 
It's sanctioned by the laws of our 
country when our enemy "puts 
great fear of losing our lives, or of 
suffering great bodily harm." 

principle of self-preser- 
vation is enjoined upon us, it seems, 
even by Holy Writ; for we read 
1 Tim. v, 8: "But if any providenot 
for his own, and especially for those 
of his own house (kindred), he hath 
denied the faith, and is worse than 
an infidel."

to sell their tobacco, that was duress 
in law and they were rightfully re- 
leived by the chancery court. 

Our association neither advises 
nor ratifies, nor winks at anything 
whatever that savors of violation of 
the spirit or letter of the law.

If you have nny canned fruit left 
over you will be wise in holding it 
for another year. The very heavy 
frost of Tuesday night killed the last 
hope of anything like a half crop of 
fruit this year, for it was so heavy 
that when the sun rose yesterday 
morning it took several minutes to 
make an impression on the evidences 
of the Frost King's visit. 

A high, cold wind was blowing 
pretty much all of Tuesday after- 
noon and wraps of all kind were 
necessary for comfort as at almost 
any time during the winter. The 
wind from the west was laden with 
apple, peach and other blossoms 
picked up on its way from "over the 
river" and as they blew through the 
air, they reminded one of snow flur- 
ries. 

Early vegetables were not given 
"living chance" unless they were 
covered, and even then the chances 
were small, as the temperature was 
so low that tender shoots were kill- 
ed. Wheat was doubtless in bad 
condition for a heavy frost and 
some sections of the county it ' 
reported as looking yellow. Tues- 
day night's frost certainly did not 
improve it any and may have injur- 
ed it considerably, though we have 
not yet heard reports to that effect.
